Gentlemen, 


In  accordance  with.  Circular  2773?  I  submit  my  Annual 

Report  for  1942=  It  deals  only  with  essential  and  urgent  matters 
which ‘have  affected  the  Public  Health. 


The  year  generally  was  a  healthy  one,  free  from  any  serious 

epidemics . 

Infectious  Diseases 

Scarlet  Never.  37  eases  were  notified,  of  which  four  cases  were 
found  not  to  be  Scarlet  Pever;  3"^  cases  were  notified  in  1941. 

Diphtheria.  Pour  cases  were  notified,  three  adults  and  one  child, 

— ^"fitJVCtltmunised .  Six  cases  were  notified  in  1941.  ^ 

The  Scheme  for  free  immunisation  has  been  continued,  75% 
of  children  between  1—5  years  and  5  —  15  years  having  received 
treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

Cerebro-Spinal  Pever.  No  notifications  were  received. 

Tuberculosis .  Twentv-six  new  cases  were  notified,  19  pulmonary 

and  seven  non-pulmonary  cases,  as  compared  v;ith  26  in  194i,  16  in 
1940  and  a  yearly  average  of  12  for  the  previous  ten  years.  A 
n’omber  of  the  cases  were  transferred  from  other  areas.  The 
incidence  of  Scabies  has  increased  since  the  beginning  of  1940; 
the  majority  of  the  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  practitioners  in 
the  area,  but  intractable  cases  in  School  children  are  offered 
treatment  in  a  Sick-Bay  in  the  area. 

At  the  termination  of  the  War  a  report  will  be  made  dealing  more 
fully  with  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  1939  the  end  of  the 
last  complete  year.
